On the blotter 
is printed an article in which this 
paragraph appears: "It the idea of 
service were not tied up with the 
hope of reward, how much of it 


there be? I've wondered." 


The author is not the first one 


who has wondered. 


A beautiful ideal is back of the 


word service, as it is used by bus- 
iness men. Their thought is that 
they hope 
to promote 
the best 


interests of their customers in all 
their dealings. Their intention is 
to give buyers more than raw coal, 
or sugar, or lumber. They sell the 
grade and the quality of coal that 


j$he customer should have for 
a 


^specific use. They deliver the coal 


when he wants it, and if it doesn't 
seem to burn right they may send 
a man to the customer's house or 
factory to inspect his boiler and 
teach the stoker proper methods'of 
firing. 


Of course, a reward is expected. 


By interesting himself in the wel- 
fare of his customers the business 
man hopes to establish a permanent 
account which will be proof against 


,'^competition. Because such service 


is rendered with a material motive 
some people think that the whole 
proposition is unclean. They per- 
ceive no expression of the spiritual 
in business. 


"When you have made your pile, 


get out of the dirt and Do Good," 
is their advice. 
This 
suggestion 


implies 
that 
dollars are always 


soiled and that the only way a man 
can do anything really fine in this 


''#world is by working for nothing. 


T have never been in sympathy 


with this attitude because it makes 
Service and Doing. Good an aris- 
tocratic function. We can't expect 
much in the way of a spiritual life 
if we have to wait for off hours 
to serve our fellow men. In our off 
hours most of us are either tired 
or too old to be good for much. 


Housing Deals
